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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's response filed on 07/14/2005 has been fully considered. The 35 USC 
102 or 35 USC 103 rejections have been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments 
and comments. 

2. Claims 1 -9 are amended, claims 1 1 -20 are canceled, and thus claims 1 -1 0 are 
pending. 

Double Patenting 

3. Claims 1 -5, 7, 9 and 1 0 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 7 and 8 of U.S. 
Patent Application Publication No. 2005/0003113 A1 . Although the conflicting claims 
are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because current 
claims 1 and 9 are incorporated in claims 1 and 7 of 2005/00031 13 A1 . Current claims 
2-5 and 7 are incorporated in claims 1 and 7 in view of the specification at [0018] of 
2005/00031 1 3 A1 . Current claim 1 0 is identical to claim 8 of 2005/00031 1 3 A1 . 

Response to Terminal Disclaimer 

4. The Terminal Disclaimer filed on 08/04/2005 has been disapproved because 
attorney is not of record. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 6 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The references of Li (US 6,183,844 B1) and Koike et al. (US 6,777,039) neither 
teach nor suggest a printing medium comprising a coated support having thereon an ink 
receiving layer consisting of at least one hydrophilic polymer, at least one cross-linking 
agent, at least one mordant, inorganic particles, at least one nonionic siloxane 
copolymer surfactant, and at least one non-siloxane surfactant as recited in claim 1 .
